No Personal Tax 
Gives Residents 
Seasonal Monies 

Illinois residents may have extra 
money again this Christmas season, 
since they have no personal Income 
tax to pay, the Taxpayers* Federa- 
tion of Illinoiss noted today. As of 
September of last year, according 
to a study released by Tax Foun- 
dation, Inc., 1,209 different taxing 
units imposed a tax on personal In- 
come. None of these taxing dis- 
tricts is in Illinois. 

Hawever, 33 states now levy a 
personal income tax. The Federal 
government and 1,175 municipali- 
ties, primarily in Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania, also levy such a tax. These 
two states do not have personal in- 
come tax. 

The number of smaller govern- 
mental units levying on personal 
Income, notes the Federation, grew 
from 787 in 1858 to 1,175 in 1860. 
Of the 388, two-year increase in lo- 
calities levying on income, 369 were 
in Pennsylvania. 

In many cases, the large number 
of taxing units gong up on the tax- 
payer, and he is subject to double, 
triple, yes, even quadruple taxation 
on income, gasoline, or cigarettes. 

For example, every five gallons 
of gasoline purchased by a motorist 
in areas of Alabama is accompanied 
by payment of four gasoline taxes: 
federal, state, municipal, and coun-

Besides paying the 4c Federal 
and 7c state levy, a driver in 220 
of Alabama's 318 municipalities 
must pay a lc local Impost — and in 
12 of the state's 07 counties, he must 
also pay a le county gasoline tax, 
adding up to 13c lit tax for every 
gallon purchased.

Parker, 25, and his son, Frank, 5, 
were burned about the hands, Par- 
ker's wife and two daughters, Susan, 
3, and Elizabeth, 2, suffered from 
smoke inhalation.

The en- 
tire inside of the building was gut- 
ted and all of the Parkers' personal 
belongings lost. 

Mrs. Marshall Fisher, a neighbor 
of the Parkers, called the Antioch 
Fire Department and Rescue Squad 
upon seeing the house burst into 
fames. 

By the time she went to the Par- 
ker home, the family had already 
escaped through the front door and 
were preparing to leave In their car. 
Upon their arrival the Antioch 
firemen stated that the house could 
not be saved. The Rescue Squad 
then took the Parkers to Victory 
Memorial Hospital for treatment.

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The contagious spirit of good will 
which pervades the air during the 
Christmas season is like some magi- 
cal elixir. It changes the most In- 
veterate pessimist into the most un- 
abashed optimist; jit causes misers to 
open thehv purses; it turns the 
hearts of even the most hardened 
souls to the charity of love. 

One American man — critic,' es- 
sayist, and reader — the late Alexan- 
der Woollcott was a man hated and 
feared' by thousands of writers, 
playwrights, and actors. He was 
known as a man of bitter: invective 
and ' merciless spleen j throughout 
the' world of letters. ; A rotund, owl- 
faced man, he was a I complete; senti- 
mentalist and very kindly man at 
heart. 

At one time in the early 1930's, 
Harold Ross, then editor of the New 
Yorker Magazine, asked Woollcott 
to cover a children's Christmas play 
for his magazine. Ross, a long time 
enemy of Wooltcott's, had arranged 
to send Woollcott not to a play but 
to an orphanage where Ross had 
further ' telephoned in advance tell- 
ing the children's guardians that a 
man was coming to play .Santa Claus 
for their children. 

Woollcott, dressed in top hat and 
opera cape and sneering . bitterly 
stepped forth from the taxi in front 
of a bleak-faced tenement building 
which had been . converted into a 
children's home. He re-checked the 
address he had written down and, 
llindfng it correct, mounted the steps 
jjilnd rang the bell. 
. "fn a matter of minutes, im ''elderly 
couple, the directors of the orphan- 
age, had spirited Woollcott into a 
side room where they showered' him 
with gratitude for being so kind. 
While the perplexed Woollcott was 
trying to determine' why he was be- 
ing thanked in advance, they 
brought forth a Santa Claus suit, 
gave it to him and left him in the 
room to change. Immediately, 
Woollcott grasped the situation 
which Ross had maneuvered him 
into. He was furious. Ho swore 
he's kill Ross if he got the chance. | 
He, couldn't walk out of the place 
either. He had to go through with 
the charade. There was no way he 
could talk his way out of it. So 
reluctantly, he donned the clothes 
and began the masquerade. ' 

For almost four hours, Alexander 
Woollcott ployed Santa Claus for 
some eighty homeless children. One 
by one he sat sweating in the heavy 
clothes and thick make-up talking 
to the children. Even a man who 
sincerely loved children could hard- 
ly be expected to endure so many 
for so long. Nevertheless, Wooll- 
cott played his role faithfully, 
laughing and asking each child what 
he or she wanted for Christmas, 
saying he'd see what he could do, 
and so on. 

Finally, near the end of his long 
evening, Woollcott watched a small 
boy of six or seven walk shyly into 
the room. Woollcott lifted the lad 
onto his lap and asked him what his 
name was, 
"Tommy," said the boy. 
"A good name," said Woollcott. 
"And what do you want Santa to 
bring you for Christmas?'" 

The small boy looked up wistfully 
Into Woollcott's eyes and proceeded 
to ask for many, many things. He 
asked Santa to bring toys for this 
boy and that girl, gifts. for the di- 
rectors, and scarcely mentioned 
himself. Just before he left, the 
little boy reached into the pocket 
of his dungarees and pulled out a 
napkin carefully wrapped about 
something. Already, touched by 
Tommy's concern for others, Wooll- 
cott wept softly as Tommy un- 
wrapped six small cubes of sugar 
for Santa's reindeer, saying that he 
had saved them for the reindeer in- 
stead of eating them himself. 

Woollcott took the cubes of sugar, 
promised to give them to his rein- 
deer and eventually left the orphan- 
age. He said nothing to Ross of 
what had happened and never men- 
tioned It to any of his friends. 

It was some days later that Ross 
learned the outcome of his attempt- 
ed "joke." Woollcott had called 
Macy's and had . sent hundreds of 
toys to the children at the orphan- 
age as an anonymous benefactor. 
Needless to say, Ross— after talking 
with the overjoyed directors who 
could never have afforded anything 
of the sort for the children— felt i

ORDINANCE RELATING 
INFECTED TREES 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF 
ANTIOCH, ILLINOIS: 

SECTION 1: NUISANCE. Any 
tree infected with Dutch Elm dis- 
ease, verticillium wilt, dothlorclla, 
oak wilt or other injurious parasite, 
fungus, or disease, is hereby de ? 
clared to be a public nuisance and 
subject to abatement as such. 

SECTION 2: NOTICE TO RE- 
MOVE. Any tred or shrub so In- 
fected shall be removed by the own- 
er, tenant, agent or person having 
control of the premises, within five 
(5) days after,., notice in writing 
signed by the Village Clerk to re- 
move the same has been duly 
served. Service of the notice may 
be effected by handing the same to 
the owner, tenant or agent in per- 
son wherever he may be, or to any 
member of his household of the age 
of fifteen (15) years or upwards 
found on the premises or by mailing 
the same by United States mail, 
postage fully prepaid, addressed to 
him at his last known place of 
residence. 

SECTION 3. REMOVAL BY 
VILLAGE. If after notice the own- 
er of the premises fails to remove 
any tree or shrub bo infected, the 
Village may cause such tree or 
shrub to be removed at the expense 
of said owner. 

SECTION 4: PENALTY. Any- 
one violating the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be fined not less 
than Five ($5.00) Dollars nor more 
than Two Hundred ($200) Dollars 
for each offense, and each day that 
the violation continues shall consti- 
tute a separate offense. 

SECTION 5: INVALIDITY. If 
any section of this Ordinance shall 
be found invalid by a court of rec- 
ord, such invalidity shall not of it- 
self cause the invalidity of the other 
sections. 

SECTION 6: CONFLICT. All 
Ordinances ur parts of Ordinances 
in conflict herewith' are hereby re- 
pealed. 

SECTION 7: This Ordinance shall 
be in full force and effect from and 
after its passage, approval and pub- 
lication as provided by law.

1 ' 1 do not 
look at her. I walk my prisoner out. I am not only ' 
vain of. my youth. I am also jealous of my professional 
knowledge arid skill. I got dignity. 

And believe me, in this business, dignity is only 
one of the things; you got to have. You got to know 
your way around. Take making a pinch, for instance. 
You can't. pinch a shoplifter inside the store unless 
you arc sure he or she is making off with the mer- 
chandise. On the main floor that is sometimes rough. 
A woman wilt take something over to the door and 
you have lobe mighty sure she won't be in a position 
to claim she just wanted to took at it in the daylight 
before she bought, it. Lots, of people are just looking 
for grounds to sue the store; they make a regular 
racket out of it. Bringing suit. against a department 
store can be very profitable; especially Arnold Hill's, 
They arc one of the biggest which a jury thinks they 
have a key to the U.S. Mint. 

Making a pinch inside the store is hard enough; 
it's worse outside. Once the suspect steps out on the 
sidewalk, you got no authority to even make an 
arrest. All you can do is hold the suspect and send 
for a city cop lo make it official. Try that the week 
before Christmas at State and Jefferson in downtown 
Chicago? You're mighty happy to find a policeman 
who isn't tied up six ways to a gatepost on traffic 
duty. Then, if the shoplifter is a woman, she will often 
slate that you are trying to rob or molest her. By the 
time you. arc through explaining to ihe crowd and 
maybe the corner cop, too, you're lucky if she isn't 
already aboard a subway train bound for Logan 
Square or Evansion. 

Ail these things are running through my head while 
I stand in the employees*' washroom stopping the 
bleeding on my lip with alcohol, alum and styptic 
pencil. I can't figure women out. I'm a store security 
officer, lis my job to protect the store, its merchandise 
and its customers and employees. To do this I got 
a special education ... in judo, crime detection, 
arson investigation, first aid, rope climbing, use of 
firearms, the civil and criminal codes of the City of 
Chicago and the Stale of Illinois, how to obtain 
statements, law of evidence and how to hide a tape 
recorder on one's person. In a fire, a bombing or a 
panic I got lo know what to do. 

So my interest in the store, ils merchandise, cus- 
tomers and employees is purely protective. Especially 
in Virginia. And Karen. And Alice in misses' blouses. 
And Anne in advertising. And the new little waitress 
in the Wellington Room whose name escapes me 
but she looks like Elizabeth Taylor. But Ihcy act like 
I'm asking them for a date which I'm married with a 
six year old child and wouldn't think of doing. So 
It's always Mister Cascino or maybe "belt man" which 
my wife, Maria, says is something out of D rook field 
Zoo like this Abdominal Snowman they arc always 
trying to discover. 

Maria wants I. should leave Hill's and open my 

' own private eye office. On what? "Tell your pop to sell 

one of those (Tat buildings he's got which is on Division 

end Pulaski and grubstake mc and ihcn I'll run 



; Pinkerton out of business,'' \ tell her. But he's holding 
on ib them. His brother, ! Uncle Ahgelo, sold his to Ihe 
city at a big price and they tore It down. 1 guess her 

; pop ! thinks they're going to put through, anothtr. I. 
Northwest Expressway. So I go. downtown to Arnold 

I] Hill's every day, carrying my.. 38 'in 'a paper. bag like 

i it was my tunch. That's another of my professional 
specialties. Maria gave it to me for Christmas three 

[•i years ago and it's a Smith and Wesson. And I try to 
be nice and protective to Virginia, especially nice and 
protective on account of she lias troubles of her own. 

•She Is from Detroit, Michigan, and she is engaged 
last summer to her fiancee which Is a rich young man 
named Arthur whose pop is in automobiles. And 
Virginia, wants he should do an honest day's work 
which he doesn't; he is an artist and an exhibitionist 
who gives* one man art shows at Ihe art museums and 
like that and he will not work. So they have a split-up 

- and she hands him back his ring and she tells her 

mom and pop not to let on to him where she has 

moved to in Chicago, which she can't support herself 

unless she takes a job. So she goes to work in 

September at Arnold Hill's. And she is a sweet. kid. 

.r'Sbe* lives in a walk-up on the near North Side. And 
.. she\ won't go home for Christmas because she is 
'afraid to run into Arthur in Detroit. She is carrying 
a torch for Arthur real bad. 

Maria and I talk to Virginia at the annual Thanks- 
giving Eve show Hill's employees put on. We sit next 
lo Virginia and her roommate, a pretty doll of ihe 
feminine persuasion who works in credits and which 
I feel very protective to also. And it's Maria's idea 
to have Virginia out to the house for Christmas Eve 
on account of her roommate is going home to 
Watseka, Illinois, and she will be alone. And 1 figure 
it's -a fine idea because she is a lonely kid and she has 
blue eyes and freckles. 

But now I'm not so sure. I am of a very friendly 

persuasion and I am sensitive about people who call 

"me mister when I am only thirty-seven years old. 

■ 

So my lip is O.K.. and I- have had my. coffee break 
ami I go to ihe main floor again but not in Karen's 
elevator. 1 sec a lot of commotion as I step out the 
door and I get set to make my second pinch of ihe 
day. But this turns' out lo be one I miss. 

It sometimes happens that you miss a pinch even 
when you got a special education like mine. I missed 
two at Christmas last year. The first one didn't mailer 
much because this woman grabs an armful of Christ- 
mas packages, all wrapped up with beautiful ribbon, 
like they were full of hundred dollar merchandise. 
She runs for the Stale street door. I take off after her, 
but I can't tackle her for a couple reasons, which is. 
one, she is a midd'e-age lady and, two, she is too 
far away. So she runs out and gels lost in the crowd. 
When I get back inside the store to the section 
manager to make out my report everyone is laughing. 
It's on account these were empty boxes all wrapped 
up for display only and I wonder what the middle-age 
. lady said when she got home. 

But sometimes you miss a real pinch. Like I have 
slated, I got a special education as a security officer. 
One of the things they tell you is you got to be extra 
protective with certain kinds of people like children, 
and ladies who arc in a delicate condition. You goi lo 
look after them and see they aren't jostled or get tired. 
Well last year I see a lady and it's obvious she is in a 
delicate condition. I help her off the escalator and open 
the Slate street door for her because ii sometimes gels 
awkward in a revolving door especially when you 
got lots of packages in a delicate condition. I even call 
a taxi for her. 

But that is a pinch I should have made. When I 
get back inside, my code is up on the light board 
and when 1 call my boss he says be on the lookout 
for a female shoplifter. She has .made off with a 
basketball from sporting goods and probably has it 
hid under her coal. 

So when I get out on (he main floor after my coffee 
break I sec the commotion and hear people yelling 
and I' figure I got another grab-and-run case. A sales- 
woman in jewelry hollers that a fellow has took off 
with a whole tray of men's wrisiwatchcs wiih Swiss 
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movements. For a second I can't see anyone : like a 
guilty subject so I ;say "What's he lookliker; 

Three people shout "He's got a Santa Claus suit 
onl" and sure enough I see a tall punk in a red suit 
running for Ihe Jefferson entrance like he is trying for 
a three minute mite, his whiskers flying. He's got a 
good start on me, but I'm out on Jefferson street just 
in time to see him turning the corner onto Wabash. 
I see a city cop on trie corner and I start lo yell to him 
but 1 don't. I got a tail on Santa which I am feeling a 
little foolish because how can you tell a' city cop 
you are going to put the pinch on Saint Nick? I run 
the whote length,, of Ihe store outside clear down to 
Buchanan street. But 1 can't see anyone .in a red 
suit. So 1 am puffing and winded on account of it's 
. cold out and I am allergic to cold and I si and there 
and I figure it's a missed pinch. 

Then I see something which the ordinary, person 
would of missed but a security officer with a special 
education in crime detection like mine could not miss 
it because it is lesson number three in crime detection 
which is called watch out for suspicious coincidences. 
I sec two Salvation Army Santa 'Clauses on one corner 'V, 
arid you' never sec this because' these fellows have a" 
territory just like a traveling salesman. One of them 
is tall and the other short. So I clap my hand on the 
tall Santa's shoulder and I tell him to come along. 
He is a little dazed or something that 1 can spot him- 
so quick and he comes along. We go in the Buchanan 
street door on the Wabash side and' I put the hell on' 
him. Then I walk him through grandfather's clocks 
and the bridal bureau and across to the State street 
building 'and down the whale main aisle which is a 
block long. 

We pass the escalators and (hen the elevator bank. 
Karen is- standing there, at her. car door and. she. says, 
"Oh my gosh, he's pinched Santa Claus!" And I 
begin lo think, this is had. this is not being pro- 
tective lo all the little kids in the store. You take now, 
a six year old like my Sandra Jane, if she saw Santa 
Claus arrested she would get a trauma. So by (his 
time I am dragging ihis bogus Saint Nick past per- 
fumes and cosmetics and I figure I belter let I he kids 
know this is not the real Ho-Ho man but a cheap 
nogoodnik. And there is Virginia looking at us and 
just then this punk sees Virginia and comes to life 
and begins to struggle like mad and I yank his false 
whiskers right off. She turns while and puts her hands 
up lo her mouth and screams. She. is more of a kid 
than I think. 

"Don't worry, Virginia," I calls lo her. "fiiis ain*l 
really Santa Claus. Maybe we can gel him on Code I ft 
which is impersonating an officer." But Virginia 
jumps over the counter and grabs Ihis beardless Kris 
Kringlc around the neck and cries "Arthur! Has he 
hurt you. Arthur? Oh, darling, what has happened 
lo you?" 

As I say, it is another pinch I missed. It takes 
twenty minutes to gel the fads straight which we do 
up in Ihe chiefs office; Arthur is in town for his 
one man show at Ihe Art Institute, "I figure-while I 
am here 1 might as welt do that honest day's work." 
he states. "So I get mc a job as a bell-ringing. Santa. 
it's my first day and this other Saint Nick is just 
• showing me the ropes." - 

While we are talking the chief gels a call from 
Carson Pirie's down the slrcet saying they have picked 
up the Santa Claus thief with our loot on htm. which 
clears Arthur. Then ihe camera men come in from 
public relations and the City News Bureau. The gen- 
eral manager walks in to tell Virginia her bridal outfit 
will be Ihe gift of the store. And Arthurs face is cov. 
cred with lipstick as red as his suit. 

"I suppose you kids wilt have oiher plans for 
Christmas Eve." I remark, "but in case you change 
your mind, Maria cooks wonderful atforno and we 
got genuine Italian wine." 

Virginia stands up. A little wisp of soft hair is 
drifting loose over her forehead and it is the color of 
a new penny. Her eyes arc like Lake Michigan on u 
sunny 4th of July. She puts her arms around me. She 
kisses mc right on the mouth. i 

"Oh. Nicky," she says, "We 4 li be there."
